It is rumoured that owing to 
May Ist. falling on.a Sunday, the 
President's inauguration will now 
take place on April 28 There 
har as yet beon no official an- 
nouncement, * ° o- 

It is being stated in mititary 
circles that Kwangtung will soon 
be attacked -by Kwongsi on the 
west, Kiangsi on the north and 
Fookien on tho east. The in- 
tention of the attackers is said to 
be the arrest of Sun Yat-sen for 
his act of further partitioning the 
countrr, . 

A meeting of military officials 
wae held the other day at which 
Chan King-ming declared that he 
had never had any intention of 
attacking Kwongsi, but as 
Kwongai had taken the initiative 
Kwangtung foreea would have to 
defend the Shaoking and Kockow 
lines. In the meantime the milit- 
ary would have to show no opposi- 
tion to the President's election. 
All those present declared their 
loyalty. 

An official roport from Dusing 
states that the Kwongsi forces in 
Wuchow have groatly increased 
in numbers, now being about 
15,000 strong. They have made 
Foonchuen their first line, 
Paksha the second and Wuchow 
the third. Over twenty forts 
have been built and as the dis- 
tance between the opposing 
forces is only 50 li fighting is ex- 
pected to break out soon. 


RABIES. 


Restrictions Regarding 
Dogs. 


The occurrence of a case cf 
rabies has caused the cancellation 
of this year's dog, cat and poultrs 
show. An urgent Gazette Eatra- 
ordinary was yesterday issued by 
the Government.’ forbidding the 
movements of dogs from ons part 
of tho Colenuy or mainland to 
another, and the importation of 
such animals into the Colony 
until further notice. 

When asked his views on the 
subject, the Colonial Veterinary 
Suigeon informed us that 1o 
further cases: since the one 
ref-rred to above have ocenrred 
the knowledge of the 
authoritios, On the discovery of 
this particular case, every 
endeavour had been made to 
ascertain that the animal had not 
come into contact with any 
per<on, and orders wore also given 
fer the destruction of the 
l-tt-r.of five puppies which this 
animal had given birth to betora 
the discovery of the diszase it 
wes suffering from was made. 

Wo understand = that the 
Bactariological Insitute has boon 
unable to turn out the anti-rabies 
serum as proposed last year 
following the discussion raised 
in the Legisltative Council. Ex- 
periments had in fact been carried 
out, but it appears that expert 
knowledge is necessary. in the 
prepiration of the serum. Jin- 
quiris are started to have been 
addressed to Saigon for a supply 
from the Pasteur Institute of 
thet port, with what result it has 
not yet been ascertained.

The Secretary having read the 
notice of the meeting, the Chair- 
man. said: 

Gentlemen,—I must apologize 
for the fact that this meeting is 
irregular in that — insufficient 
notice, in accordance with what 
is laid down in the Rules and 
Rogulations cf this Chamber, has 
been given. This was manifestly 
imposible if your views on the 
proposed Stump Ordinance were 
fo-be in the ‘possession of the 
Chamber's representative on the 
Legislative Council before the 
second reading, which, as you are 
all aware, comes up dn 25th inst. 

As the Bill ig of momentous im- 


. | portance to the Colony in general, 


jt is a matter of great regret that 
the Government could not see its 
way to accede to the request for a 
longer postponement of the second 
reading, and I personeiiy am of 
opinion that sufficient time has 
not been given to permit of the 
Bill being thoroughly gone into 
in every detail. 

Your Committee, however, meet 
this Bill in no antagonis- 
tic - spirit. it is | recognis- 
ed that the Government must find 
a means of augmenting its income, 
that is if all the annual expendi- 
iure-must come out of the annual 
revenue. But it is felt tha the 
means suggested for the replace- 
ment, or partial replacement, of 
the logs in the opium revenue is 
open t9 criticism; and that 
criticism, if founded on reason, 
will receive the sympathetic con- 
sideration of Government, whica, 
if even. no respector of any par- 
ticular interest, has, I am con- 
vinced, no intention “Of deliberate- 
ty killing the “goose that lays the 
colden egg.” 

It was felt that an opportunity 

suld be given to the general 

ly of memberg of the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce to 
express opinions whith might as- 
sist your representative on the 
Legislative Council ia resisting 
vexatious and harmful legislation, 
for undoubtedly some of the pro- 
visions in the Bill under review 
would necessarily have a tendency 
to drive business away from the 
Colony and might conceivably—at 
least in time—have the effect of 
reducing revenue rather than in- 
creasing it. 

Before making any reference to 
those particular items in the Bill 
to which exception is taken by 
your Committee, I think it is per- 
haps pertinent to ask whether it 
really is necessary that expendi- 
ture of a capital nature, such as 
the building of roads, erection: of 
houses for Government employees, 
etc., should be providei for out of 
revenue. Iv England, as well as 
the Dominions and some of the 
Colonies, such expenditure is pro- 
vided for by raising loans, and 
only the interest and amortisation 
fund charges, fall on the rates. 
Posterity ‘thus bears a share in 
the cost of development, and it 
appears t» your Comm ttee that 
the ‘same admirable principle 
should apply here. (Appiause).

businees in this Colony, 

2. That as’regards tho proposed 
taxation on policies of marine in- 
surance other than Hull riske, this 
meeting is of the opinion that the 
taxation proposed is far greater 
than the busigess can successfully 
contend with and is im. 
practical and that unless the 
eenle and -appheation of the 
proposed duty are amended and 
Jimited to twice the present duty, 
‘marine insurance business which 
would otherwise be transacted in 
this Colony will be transacted else- 
where, 

3, That as regards the prupose:l 
ioerease of stamp duty oo Tand 
transuctions, the same will consti- 
tute an excessive burden on this 
iinportant resource of this Colony 
and the increase should not exceed 
50 per.cent of the present scale «f 
stamp duties. That the Purchasers 
of Iand in this Colony should have 
the option of paying the Convey- 
ance stamp duty either on the 
Agreement of Sale or cn the ulti. 
mate Conveyanes, | 

4. ‘That as regards the increase 
in stamp duty proposed in respect 
of Bills of Lading and Shipper- 
Notes, this. meeting is’ of the 
cpinion that the stamp duty on 
these documents should not be in- 
ervased, abuve 25 cents, the equival- 
cat of six pence ata two shillings 
dullar, Alternatively, if the go 
cents tax is maintained the rate al 
freight involved should be increa - 
ed from $3 to S20. 

5. That the proposed inercase 
of stamp duty on Charter Parties is 
out of all proportion te’ what is 
reasonably assessable on uel 
documents, sod that in view uf the 
Jnrge number of. Charter Parties 
whi¢h are concerned with routes 
between other ports than of Hong 
kong and where in such places the 
Charter Parties could be legitimate:

7, That as regards Clause 29 of 
the proposed Ordinance, this meet- 
ing is of the opinion that this Clause 
should bo withdrawn as being un- 
workable but that if it'is desirable 
to tax share bransactiona the duty 
on Share Cuntract Notes be still 
further increased. 

The Chairman.— Gentlemen, the

I think -we should, therefore; 
try to persuade the Government, 
in the reconsideration I trust they 
will give to this Bill, to consider 
seriously adopting the issue cf. 
loans to meet their expenditure, 
particularly where water reser- 
voirs, roads, reclamations and 
harbour improvements are in 
question. If they will adopt this 
principle I feel confident they 
will not need to introduce these 
increased levies on the conduct 
of business, and.1 would submi 
that it should be a radical princi- 
ple of the policy of this Colony to 
minimize taxation charges on 
business. transactions; to keep 
such taxes down to the fewest 
possible; and to so legislate that 
business transactions shall not be 
hampered ‘ by the compulsory 
making out of forms which in 
general practice are not used, and 
the absence. of which simplifies 
and condudes to smooth running 
of business. 

With regard to the various new 
charges proposed, so far as I 
have been able to scrutinize the 
Eill, the outstanding objections

CHINESE GOVERNMENT 
AND. BANKERS.

Taxes to be Collected before 
Loans Granted. 


Since the rise of sterling the 
Customs and salt surplus have 
ceased to te one of the reliable 
sources of Government reventic. 
At present the Government can 
count only upon the Wine and 
Tobacco Monopoly receipts as its 
main source of income. However, 
according to estimate, the total 
amount of Wine and Tobacco 
receipts detained by the provincial 
militarists for local purpose up to 
date, aggregates $12,000,000. This 
does not include the proceeds 
from the specific national taxes. 
It is due to this that the 
Government finance is becomirg 
more and more embarassed every 
day, and now the Government is 
torced to live by borrowing. Even 
this prospect is closed owing to 
its inability to settle ita obliga- 
tions alreacy due. The authorities 
have lately heen exorting their 
utmost effort to regain the con- 
fidence of the.native bankers who 
aro the only source from which 
fundscan beobtained. Itisstated 
that after strenuous efforts of re- 
conciliation tha bankers have 
finally been induced to give fur- 
ther financial assistance to the 
Government, :

THE CIVIL AVIATION POSITION. 


“At present this outpost of the Empire does not 
participate extensively in aviation, Things may he differ- 
_ent in the not-distant future, and at all events we cannot 
be indifferent to the course ef aviation in its relation to 
every-day life. Commenting the other day upon the position 
of the civil aerial service at Home. we alluded to the lack 
of support uceorded to it by the Government, ‘The position 
is more unfavourable than -had been supposed. After much 
and lengthy persuasion, -the Government — allotted 
- £60,000 hy ‘way of subsidy. Besides heing altogether 
inadequate, it looks as if the subsidy has come too late, 
The British manufacturers of aerial vehicles have been 
: closing down for some time past. and one by one the British 
aerial transport companies have been forced to abandon 
their services. Now the last of these, the celebrated Hand- 
ley Page service between London and Paris, has ceased. 
‘Travellers who prefer the swift passage offered by the 
wir, und traders who have to send or to reccive urgent 
merchandise, will not be deprived of opportunities. The 
difference will be that the aeroplanes and pilots, the 
designers constructing. the engines and machines, and the 
companies owning them will not be British, ° They will be 
French at first, and probably before very long Belgian 
and Dutch, Swedish’ and Italian, perhaps German, also. 
he change will be ‘great from last year, when British 
aviation was supreme, nor has it come without warning. 
One after another, the British companies have had to give 
in, and the Air Ministry has heen watching the replace- 
‘nent. of British by foreign machines at its London 
Terminal Aerodrome. In the week ended February 20, 
_ for example, out of twenty arrivals and departures only 
one was British. In introducing the Air Estimates Mr. 
Churchill stated that attention would be paid to services 
to the Continent, particularly the London-Paris line. 
Yet the Handley Page Company states that when it made 
representations to the’ Ministry shortly . before discon- 
: waning its service, no reply, or only an- unsympathetic one, 
, Was obtainable. 
f rates by 30 per cent. in the case of passengers and 20 per 
cent. in respect of freight, the Handley Page Compan 
could carry on its service no longer. Meantime French 
| commercial aviation, aided by subsidies exceeding half a 
million, is going ahead so rapidly that 50 machines are 
expected to be available for the cross-Channel route at an 
early date. . 
Last’ year British companies, although the route be 
tween London and Paris is surprisingly difficult, proved 
that a service could ‘not only be maintained but made to 
pay if given initial support, - Unfortunately they received 
one from the Government. The Post Office refused to 
transfer its first-class mails to them, although in. the 
United States the Postimaster-General not only used aerial 
tansport but saved money by so doing. A direct subsidy, 
pong ago recommended by Lord Weir’s Committee.as vital

The New Taxes. 


When a body of the siza and 
iraportance of the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce 
decides to resist -the new Stamp 
Ordinance provisions on the 
ground that they amount to 
“vexatious, and harmful legisla- 
tion,” it must be evident that 
there are. serious grounds for 
complaint. As we observed at 
the time the measures were first 
proposed, the question is one on 
which, by reason of its com- 
plicated character, exports. well 
versed in the technicalities 
involved are alone entitled ta 
speak. Well, the experts— the 
business men of the Coleny— 
have now spoken; and thoy with 
one accord oppose many, of the 
provisions of the Ordinav.ce, That 
opposition is the rerult of an 
obviously careful ana’jysis of the 
now meaawres. What’ jmpresses us 
about last aight’sme oting was that 
the Chamber did x1ot oppose the 
Bill for the more: sake of doing so 
—the criticisw was based on 
what commervial men consider 
reason. Whrat is more, it was 
constructive. oriticiam, also, for in 
place of meeting abnormal ex- 
penditure out of yearly revenue, 
the Chamber ‘suggested the 
issue of Government loans 
better method than 
constantly, adding to current 
taxation. The Chamber is, hap-

THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH. 


Ina few weoks the.Premjera of | Reape 


Britain's far-flung territories’ will 
gather in London to discuss the 
future relations of the Overacas 
Dominions to the Mother Country; 
which imparts an opportun¢cness 
tos treatise by Mr.-H, D. Hall 
ethuen, London:. 108... 6d,) 
entitled, “The British Common- 
wealth of Nations.” ‘Lhia phrase 
was, I believe, coined by General 
Smute—at least I first came upon 
it in a speech delivered by the 
South African statesman during 
the war. : :

MeNaugiiten and many.others of

In outlining the objects’ of the 
meoting, His Excellency the G.O.C.| 
first thanked those present for the 


cordial way in which they had. ao- |: 


cepted his-invitation and apologis- 
ed for the unavoidable postpote- 
ment of the orginally convened 
meeting. He went on to say that 
over since he had been in Hongkong 
he had been convinced that there 
Was an opening and-a need ‘for an 
organisation of all those Britons 
who served in the war and who aro 
now in civil life. From the point 
of view of the regular soldier they 
missed such da assodiaticn very 
much. They all had common 
memories, they had remembrances 
of comrades who had fallen and 
they had recollections’ of stronu- 
ous days, ond they all - had 
glorious'memorics of successes and 
victory. It would be a pity if 
they allowed those momories to 
grow dim, especially in a. fat 
away part -of-the world like Hong- 
kong where they were o com- 
paratively small body. cf Britons 
confronting circumstances and 
possibilities which no man -could 
foretell and which, in these days, 
had a knack of coming quickly and 
when least expected. One of his 
difficulties at the time was that 
there were .several organisations 
of ex-service“already in the field 
and he did.not kodw which, of those 
organisattine “Had. branches or 
members it Hongkong and China. 
Fortunately he had received: about 
three wecks ago a Setter ‘from 
London telling him. about. the 
Unity movement which was under 
the personal direction of Field’ 
Marehal Lord Douglas . Haig, 
He had circulated some 
about that, and it would be 
secn.that the present position was 
that the three great ex-servico 
organisations at Home were being 
combined under the name of the 
British Legion, ‘It seemed to him 
that that namo expressed very well 
their needs and aspirations in 6 
place like Hongkong and provided 
an opportunity to embrace all men 
who might be members of the three 
institutions he had named—the 
National Federation of Discharged 
and Demobilised Soldiers and 
Sailors, Comrades of the Great 
-War, and the National Association 
of Discharged Sailors and Soldiers 
and of the Officers Association. 
Therefore, he had ventured to asked 
them there that night to put 
the matter «before them. and 
he hoped that if they would 
like to organise in some 
such body that a commencement 
would be made. They had as their 
objects the continuance of their 
comradeship and they had the great 
purpose of mutual help. They 
all wanted help, -guidance and 
aasistance at some time or other, 
They had a very great need for 
keeping in touch» with ench other 
by social gatherings. All those 
objects could be furthered by an 
association of that nature. As at 
Home the association would be 
absolutely non-political, non- 
sectarian and democratic right 
through, open to al] who served 
thoir King and Country, open to all 
who had earned their country’s 
gratitude and who now desired to 
keep olive. the associations and 
recollections of the: times when 
they were serving tegether. 
If that proposal commended 
itself to those presont he hoped 
they would take the first step, 
that of electing ‘a Commit- 
tee or ‘body -ta “get the or- 
ganisation started. They woul 

havo to decide whether they woul 

form a branch of the British Legion 
which was now becoming an Em:

The Seattle Chamber of Com-

THE “NODAL DRIVEL 

Speaking of inyentions, says 
the Syren and Shipping; there 
comes from Belfust the interest- 
ing story of the exporicnce of 
Messrs. Workman, Clark ‘and >, 
Limited, with the doutle-reduc- 
tion geared turbine steamer 
Melmore Head, which that firm 
built and. engined in 1918 for the 
Ulster Steamship Company, 
Limited... The Melmore Head is 
a vessel of 5,319 tons gross and 
8,300 tons dw., with three turbines 
geared to a single shaft and — 
developing 2,600 e.h.p. She was
